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NEW DOLLAR COIN DESIGN — The new dollar coin authorized by Congress will 
bear a likeness of the rioted suffragist Susan B. Anthony on the obverse. 
The reverse will carry the design enblematic of the symbolic eagle of 
Apollo 11 landing on the moon. Frank Gasparro, the Mint's Chief Sculptor 
and Engraver, executed both the obverse and reverse designs shown on the 
attached picture of the galvanos of the new dollar coin. The cupro-nickel 
clad coin will neasure 1.043 inches in diameter (26.5 millimeters) and 
weigh 8.1 grains. The 11-sided inner border on both sides of the coin will 
make the new dollar coin readily distinguishable from the quarter by 
touch as well as sight.
